CLOTHING PRICES 
SLUMP WHEN N. Y. 
OVERALLERS ACT 


New York, April 23.—Coincident with 
the announcement that nearly 20,000 
persons, attired in overalls and old 
clothing, are expected to parade here 
tomorrow as a protest against the high 
cost of clothing, thirty and more cloth- 
ing dealers, including the largest 
stores in the city, today advertised 
substantial reductions in prices of 
ready-to-wear clothing. 

Comparisons of advertisements in 
today’s newspapers with those of last 
week revealed reductions on men’s 
clothes of from $5 to $20 a suit. The 
price of the ordinary grades of ready 
made suits, which last week aver- 
aged $60, has dropped to nearer $45. 
There are also reductions in shirts 
and neckwear. 

Reductions on women’s clothes were 
greater, one of the city’s principal 
stores advertising reductions of $10 to 
$24.50 on certain styles of misses’ 
spring suits, coats and dresses. 

Today’s advertisements, some of 
which refer to the overall movement, 
carried such phrases as: “At prices 
below original cost,” “At greatly re- 
duced prices,” ‘Much below regular 
prices,” “Prices reduced 331-3 per 
cent,” and “‘ Deliberate cutting of our 
own profit.”

qransportation is rapidly becoming 
pressing problem in many lines of 

industry. Although the big brother- 

hoods have broken the backbone of 


‘ the “rebel” railroad strike, manufac-. 


- quring is being halted by depleted sup- 
~ plies and employment and output are 
 peginning to sag. 

Traffic demands have been growing 
at the rate of 7 per cent a year for 
the last five years, with only a small 
expansion of railroad facilities. The 
bureau of railway statistics at Wash- 
ington estimates that the freight de 
mands upon the roads during 1920 will 
be about one-third greater than in 
1916, and that to take care of this an 
increase of at least 10 per cent in facil- 


would be necessary—but during 


that period the carrying power of the 


railroad plant has not been materially ' 


increased; 2 per cent would perhaps 
be a conservative measure. 

Even before the strike many con- 
-eerns were hard pressed in the move- 
"ment of supplies. One of the largest 

. plants in Chicago, in order to get small- 
_er parts, has been sending men to one 
of its factories in Akron to bring back 
‘as personal baggage bearings which it 
wai requiring weeks to get by freight. 
300,000 Auto Men Idle. 


“sf. W. Fenn, secretary of the Na- 
tional Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce, passing through Chicago yes- 
terday after a canvass of motor plants, 
declared 300,000 workmen were idle in 
automobile factories and accessory es- 
tablishments between New York and 
Chicago. 
“JT would say 300, 000 was a conserv- 
ative estimate,” Mr. Fenn said. “ All 
_ the way from New York to Chicago I 
‘have seen factories either closed down 
entirely or running on part time be- 
cause of lack of supplies. Motor truck 
transportation has been put on by 
more and more plants to get in stocks, 
and they are sending out their firlished 
products to destination under their 
own power. 

“Many of the factories are booked 
ahead with orders for twenty-four 
months, but they haven't supplies to 
operate at anything like maximum effi- 
dency. In some parts motor trucks 
have been the salvation of industry. 
For instance, do you know that almost 
80 per cent of the freight traffic be- 
tween Akron and Cleveland is handled 
by truck?” 

Keep Stocks Light.

SENATE PASSES

Washington, D. C.; April 23.—The 
house bill increasing pensions of civil 
war veterans to $50 monthly and those 
of the widows of veterans to $30 
monthly was passed today by the sen- 
ate and now goes to conference. The 
increases were provided to meet 
rising costs -of living. 

Senate amendments made the in- 
creases applicable to veterans of the

Statements to 
the contrary are given out with the de- 
liberate purpose of misrepresenting the 
situation and creatfig an entirely false 
impression. 

“I. stand for a small army — much 
smaller than that recommended by the 
present administration and smaller 
than that authorized by the _§ senate. 
There is no occasion whatever at the 
present time, as I see it, for a@ large 
standing army. An army of 200,000 
men would be ample for all peace needs 
of the nation. I have always stood for 
reasonable preparation. If we had had 
such préparation the chances are there 
would have been no world’s war.

“T have advocated a short period of 
intensive training, a period some time 
between the eighteenth and twenty- 
first year, to be taken in the year most 
convenient for the boy.

SOLDIERS ON THE FARM. 

Franklin D’Olier, national commander of the 
American Legion, says that organization will op- 
pose any congressional plan to eliminate the land 
settlement, home aid, and vocational training 
options from the bonus scheme. 

He asks the nation to consider what it would 
mean to have from a quarter to a half million 
service men on farms not as hands or as tenants 
but as owners. He also asks the people to con- 
sider what it means to have from a half to a 
million soldiers in ¢heir own homes or the same 
number increasing production with their increased 
skill. | 

If any one has to argue that the options ought 
to be retained in the compensation plans then 
something has gone wrong in the national attic. 
We only wish that reliance could be placed upon 
the numbers Mr. D’Olier uses in his statement. 
We hope he is as right in his forecast there as 
he is sound in his theory of national stability. 

When Rome put soldiers on the soil and estab 
lished them as agricultural colonists it was keep- 
ing the foundation under the empire. When Crom- 
well gave his soldiers land in Ulster he was direct-. 
ing national currents. It might have been better 
for Great Britain if he had given the men 500: 
shillings each. They would have spent that, but 
they made Ulster what Cromwell wanted it to be 


and his methods were effective for his plan. 


If the United States could put a half million 
soldiers in possession of farms which the owners 
do not farm and which contribute to the tenant 
problem, it would do a great deal to insure its 
stability. It would have the best kind of a man 
interested in the best kind of a pursuit. 

It would contribute to national solidity and to 
production where it is needed. The soldier who 
would rather work his own farm than spend $500 
in the city would be a wise citizen. It may not 
seem attractive, but it would be found so. The 
man who owns his farm is riding easy and safely. 

The country is trying to get away from an agri- 
cultural system in which a man owns a farm he 
does not work and another works a farm he does 
not own. It needs men working their own. Most 
of the soldiers who take the cash will have a good 
time with it while it lasts, but it will not last 
long and the nation will not get much direct return 
on the money except as the Legion is given a good 


. reason for remaining-an organization and becoming 


an effective one in politics for good policies. 
Compensation given in farm lands would be a 


“splendid thing for the men who took the farms 


and for the country which gave them. 


A BOOB IS AN AWFUL THING.

STRIKE ARRESTS. 
John Grunau, leader of the insurgent yardmen, 
and Harold Reading of the rebel enginemen’s 
association, seem to be taking their jail experience 
good naturedly and quietly, and if they are not 
excited probably the rest of us can remain placid, 
but every time the Lever act is used to handle 
men who have been guilty of breaking no other 
law we feel that th is something wrong in this 
country. 
Grunau was jailed in Joliet and Reading in 
Wheaton. They were arrested because they were 
directing a strike which was a bad strike. Con- 
gress in passing railroad legislation had declined 
to make the strike illegal. Under the Esch-Cum- 
mins bill there are limitations and checks, but 
the declaration that a railroad strike is illegal was 
not put in the act because congress did not want 
it there. 
Grunau and Reading led a strike. They were 
arrested. They were released on their own recog- 
nizance. The federal authorities say they broke 
their word and went back to directing the strike 
when they had said they would not. They were 
arrested again. They refused to give bond and 
were sent to jail. They reconsidered, gave bond, 
and were released. 
Congress had decided that what they did was 
not illegal. It migh&t be folly and it might be 
destructive, but congress had not made it illegal. 
In specific legislation dealing with this quest’en 
the law was defined. 7 
They couldn’t put them in jail? No, they 
couldn't, but they did. The authority came from 
a war act which makes it a crime to interfere with 
the shipments of foodstuffs and essential com- 
modities. Interference might be fatal to American 
troops in action abroad. 
It is about time to end this legal fiction which 
permits the department of justice to employ meth- 
ods which congress has refused to authorize. There 
are some 16,000 American troops at Coblenz, but 
their subsistence camnot give moral justification 
to the arrests of labor leaders in Chicago. 
The strike was a bad one. So was the coa! strike. 
But the government is in immoral position when 
it says one thing and does another. 


CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 
A bill to abolish capital punishment has just 
been defeated in the New York legislature. There 
are earnest advocates of abolition in Illinois, even 
in Chicago, where killing has almost won the 
status of an indoor sport. Arthur Brisbane, for 
example, disapproves the action of the New ‘York 
legislature and asks: “ Do learned lawmakers not 
understand that individuals with badly shaped 
brains will continue to believe in killing as long 
as government sets the example? The unbalanced 
murderer naturally says to himself: ‘The govern- 
ment that I am taught to respect kills the man 
whom it dislikes and fears. Why should‘notI?’” | 
Perhaps individuals with badly shaped brains 
reason out murders before fndulging in them. We 
do not think they do, but if they do we are still 
unable to see why the badly shaped reasoning of 
individuals with badly shaped brains should be 
the foundation of our statute on murder. Indi- 
viduals whose brains are not badly shaped, though 


be considerably safer if individuals with badly 
shaped brains, who kill people they don’t like be- 
cause the government kills individuals who kill, 
are put permanently away. 

But apart from reasoning, badly shaped or other- 
wise, we think our legislature and our community 
when next invited to abolish capital punishment, 
might consider the actua) facts of our crime situ- 
ation. We have not abolished capital punishment, 
but we have gone a long way toward it by ineffi- 
cient administration of the law. The chance of 
getting away with killing people you don’t like is 
remarkably good in this vicinity, and we think 
it is a consequence, and a natural consequence, of 
this that crimes of violence flourish as in few com- 
munities claiming to be civilized. Where punish- 
ment is swift, certain, and severe, as in England, 
| criminal satistics tell a different story.

THE VALUE OF A NEWSPAPER, 
{Rechester, Minn., Post and Reeord.] 

With a world-wide famine of newsprint paper and 
with paper manufacturers charging exorbitant prices, 
the question of the value of a daily newspaper de- 
mands the thoughtful attention of our readers, 

Six years ago there were 24,423 newspapers pub- 
} ished in the United States and Canada, and today 
there are 2,099 less, amd the rate of mortality con- 
tinues to increase daily. 

The shortage of paper creates a most difficult situ- 
ation fpr the average publisher and the government 
should assist in the solution of the problem. Instead 
of assisting, the United States government makes the 
matter worse by constantly increasing the cost of 
postage under the zone system. The result is that 
many of our large city dailies in the east have re- 
duced the size of their papers and the extent of their 
circulation. 

‘The gone system of postage makes it almost prohibi- 
tive to inerease the circulation of any paper to dis- 
tant points. Surely the interchange of thought pre- 
vents the development of sectionalism If southern 
papers could have reached the north, and vice versa, 
in ante-bellgm days, it is possible that the civi! war 
might have been averted by a better understanding 
of each other’s viewpoint. . 

The government evidently fails to appreciate the 
fundamental fact that the safety of a democracy 
must depend on the intelligence of its citizens and 
upon the interchange of thought between al! sections, 
} How can a citizen vote intelligently unless he knows 
the facts of any case? It is one of the functions of a 
newspaper to present these facts to its readers,

TESTING SCHOOL CHILDREN. 
ROM the standpoint of the happi- 
ness of the child, behavior and 
conduct are more important than 
mental capacity. A mentally in- 
capable child generally gets along well 
with other children. A child whose con- 
duct is peculiar does not get along with 
other children, is hard to teach and 
train and, in addition, may disturb the 
entire schoolroom. 
From the standpoint of the teacher, 
behavior is the more important of the 


two. And yet. beyond a superficial rating 


on deportment the teacher gives no spe- 
cial thought to the behavior or conduct 
of the child. It ‘would be worth her 
while to attempt to analyze the conduct 
of each child in her room with a view 
to picking out the misfits. 
Once they are understood, the reason 
for their conduct analyzed, once they 
are properly classified as to type, she is 
on the way toward lessening her troubles. 
Some of the peculiar children can be 
made to fit in, some can be handled by 
special treatment and some can be trans- 
ferred to special rooms, peer

First, the teacher must observe the 
behavior of each pupil in the schoolroom 
and on the playground. The fundamental 


answer is no, then certain other ques- 
tions can be asked and answered. |

To 
prevent boils on the neck keep your skin 
very clean, wear soft collars, do not shave 
your neck or in any way scratch or irritate 
the skin. Do not eat candy or desserts. If 
you have a boil and wish to avoid having 
others, do not poultice; do not use salves; 
keep your neck very clean. After washing 
with soap and water, apply borax water. 
Do not wear any garment which irritates the 
skin. Boils are not caused by bad blood.

The postmasters and clerks in 
these offices work ten to fifteen hours a 
day.

Springfield, Ill., April 23.—({Special.] 
—Chicago civil service employés today 
prevailed on the constitutional conven- 
tion committee on distinction between 
legislative and constitutional matters 
to report out a proposal in favor of the 
mertt system in public office. 

“ We believe that this is a legisjative 
instead of a constitutional subject,” 
sald Chairman Dietz, “ but it is so high- 
ly important that we will ask the con. 
vention to direct a committee to con- 
sider it.” 

The Chicago city employés, bandied 
by Emmons J. Alden, ward superin- 
tendent; Deputy City Sealer William 
¥. Cluett, James M. Grimm, and Dan- 
iel P. Riordan, asked a red@egnition of 
a civil service proposal in the consti- 
tution.

“In all such classified 
services vacancies shall be filled ac- 
cording to merit and fitness to be as- 
certained by open competitive tests, 
and no person shall be removed except 
for cause and after an opportunity to 
be heard.”

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal.—[Special 
correspondence.J—Among the many 
salary variations I have found in this 
city, where there is so much good | 
French and Italian cookery, is one in 
stuffed tomato salad. 

Cut the top out of a firm tomato 
by cutting around the stem end of 
the tomato, inserting the knife rather 
deep, so as to take out a perfect little : 
cone or peg of tomato. Fill the space 


with mayonnaise mixed with some 
finely chopped vegetables, letting it 
run over the top well, and put the 
cone inverted on the middle of the 
top. It makes a tall, well set up salad. 

The universal way of serving ar- 
tichoke salad here seems to be to have 
the mayonnaise in a separate dish and 
the vegetable spread out like a lily.

BEANS 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


Corn planting time is the time to 
plant soy beans. They are being raised 
more extensively every year in the 
corn belt. They were practically un- 
known in the middle west a few years 
ago. 

Now ae are being added to the 
soy bean list each year, and most of 
those who have tried them are adding 
a few more acres whenever possible. 
Iowa devoted a few hundred acres to 
the soy bean in 1917. In 1918, accord- 
ing to crop experts of the college of 
agriculture, over 8,000 acres were 
raised, and last year there were nearly 
49,000 acres. 


Soy beans should be cultivated by 
farmers with a silo to fill, for one of 
the most palatable feeds for cattle con- 
sists of a silage of a mixture of two- 
thirds corn and onethird soy beans. 
The crop in most any form is relished 
by nearly all classes of live stock. In 
Iowa it is prized as a hog feed.
